The City Cou ncil Monday night contracted with the Dore 
Wrec king Co., Kawkawlin, Mich , to demolish the Peters and 
Ghosen Bu ildings, 114 and 116 West Second, at a cost of 
$14.8 00. 
The Dore bid was one of two receiv ed by the city . The 
other cam e from S. K. Mabry , 1226 Liberty Park, for $5,350, 
and resu lted in a short debate between Mabry and May or 
Jerry Jones 
Mabry asked the cou ncil why the city accepted the Dore 
bid since it was su bstantially higher than his own 
May or Jones ex plained that the lesser bid was not 
su bm itted in proper legal form, did not inclu de liability or 
workmen s compensation insu rance, and in general "did not 
meet the req u irem ents of the call specifications.” 
“ Legally , we cou ld not accept the bid,” Jones said. 
In other bu siness, bids on a one-ton flatbed tru ck for u se by 
the M eter Departm ent were su bmitted by three local firms. 
Howard Tru ck and Eq u ipment Co., su bm itted a $2,535 bid 
for a 19 71 International tru ck; Bill G reer M otors’ bid was 
$2,49 4.52 on a 19 71 Ford; and Mike O’Connor’s su bmitted a 
$2.400 bid on a 19 70 Chev rolet tru ck and an alternate bid of 
$2,430 on a 19 71 model. 
City ( lerk Ralph Dedrick attribu ted the difference in the 


latter bid to an inability on the part of O ’Connor s to 
determ ine definite deliv ery time on the 19 71 model. All the 
bids were tu rned ov er to the police, lights and gas com m ittee 
for acceptance of the lowest or best bid.

Annou ncing the arrests Mon­ 
day , Roberts said his office had 
maintained su rv eillance on two 
apartm ents in the Bronx and 
one in M anhattan since mid- 
Ju ly . 


He said the inv estigation by 
his office began after the bomb­ 
ing of pu blic bu ildings in the 
city . None of the six arrested 
was specifically charged with 
hav ing com m itted any bomb­ 
ings.

Sin ce last y ear, th e various GOP n ation al 
committees h ave raked in more th an $18 million 
wh ile th e debt-ridden Democrats h ave man aged 
to raise on ly about $3.5 million . 
Sin ce at least four of th e Democratic sen atorial 
can didates h ave person al fortun es, th e GOP’s fun d- 
raisin g triumph migh t n ot sh ow clearly at th e polls.

Th e Soviet Un ion , th erefore, must alway s be 
stirrin g th in gs up an d quietin g th em down at th e 
same time 
With n o settlemen t of Mideast ten sion s, more 
Arabs are goin g to be askin g th emselves wh at 
actual gain s h ave come from Russian h elp 
For a time, public opin ion can be diverted by 
blamin g th e Un ited States for armin g th e Israeli 
an d stan din g in th e way of a “just” settlemen t But 
despite public pron oun cemen ts by th e Russian s 
ch ampion in g th e Arabs an d by both Russiaas an d 
Egy ptian s castigatin g th e Un ited States, th is 
reporter h as good reason to believe, if h is con tacts 
are correct, th at Arab suspicion of Russian 
in ten tion s an d effectiven ess is growin g 
Even more troublesome for th e Russian s is th at 
th ey h ave n ow en tered in to such close allian ces 
with some regimes an d some faction s in Arab 
coun tries th at th ey are stron gly mistrusted by oth er 
groups. Politics in most leadin g Arab n ation s is so 
volatile th at th e outs may be in tomorrow an d 
th row out th e Russian s sy mpath izers. 
In addition , th e rivalries amon g Sy ria. Egy pt, 
Iraq an d Saudi Arabia are so stron g th at an y n ation 
movin g in to an in timate relation sh ip with an y of 
th em gets caugh t willy -n illy , soon er or later, in 
deep an d bitter Arab “ family ” quarrels. In th e en d 
th is can make Russia more en emies th an frien ds. 
Th e Palestin ian comman do-guerrilla groups are 
already bitter again st th e Russian s. 
If th e Un ited States h an dles th is situation with 
some imagin ation , th e Russian s will fin d it more 
difficult to con vin ce Arabs th at th is coun try is 
again st th em an d on th e side of th e Israeli. If 
Wash in gton can sell Arab public opin ion th at we 
are frien ds of both Arabs an d th e Israeli an d are 
n ot prepared to back eith er side again st th e oth er, 
th is reporter h as reason to kn ow th at some of th e 
Arabs n ow makin g th e most belligeren t speech es in 
public, will be more th an willin g to gradually to 
loosen th eir ties with Russia. 
For th e reason s outlin ed above th is reporter is 
con vin ced th at th e Russian position in th e Middle 
East is basically so precarious th at Moscow is n ot 
likely to take a dan gerously stron g stan d in th at 
area. But th e Kremlin will surely go as far as 
Russia’s rulers th in k th ey can safely go, talkin g 
belligeren tly all th e wh ile.

an d. if th e patien t doesn ’t follow th e doctor’s 
in struction s, it becomes impossible

The Labor Department said 
the new figure is still being tab­ 
ulated, but some Democrats 
have charged it is being held 
until after today’s elections 
In answer, the department re­ 
leased a fact sheet which it said 
showed that in the past 10 
years, October unemployment 
figures had been released only 
twice before elections and, in 
both cases, elections were later 
than Nov. 3.

SAN JO SE, Calif (AP) 
Po­ 
lice Chief Ray Rlackmore says 
he “ would have liked it a lot 
tietter" if President Nixon had 
not flashed a “ V for victory" 
sign to antiwar demonstrators 
at a Republican rally here last 
Thursday 
Hut Rlackmore said Monday 
the President was never m dan­ 
ger from the chanting crowd 
and added that reports of vio- 
lence at the demonstration had 
ta*en exaggerated 
“ A few rocks were thrown 
There was a verbal attack That 
was the so-called violence," 
Rlackmore said 
He said Jose State College 
students and police alike “ were 
smeared” by descriptions of “ a 
hail of rocks and eggs,” hut de­ 
clined to disclose whom he 
blamed, saying. “ I don’t want to 
get involved in a political dis­ 
pute.” 
He also refused comment on 
student assertions that it was a 
deliberate provocation for Nixon 
to make the V sign, but com­ 
mented 
"I would have liked it a lot 
better if he had not gotten in 
the car and waved We felt the 
sooner we could get him out of 
there the better. A delay of a 
minute could be crucial, but we 
did get the President safely out 
of there, so I can’t say it was an 
error.” 
Chris Mosher, 23, a nonstu­ 
dent leader of Medical Resist­ 
ance, a group organized to 
treat persons injured in demon­ 
strations, said four students 
were injured by police clubs and 
30 affected by an irritant gas 
Blackmore said one officer suf­ 
fered a broken finger. 
Mosher said a search of the 
site of the demonstration after 
the 
presidential 
party 
left 
turned up "four rocks, a couple 
of bottles and a stick or two.” 
Blackmore said he saw one 
bottle thrown, heard sounds of 
one or two other missiles, and 
had evidence that one car in the 
presidential party was hit by a 
rock Windows were broken in a 
bus near the end of the presi­ 
dential motorcade. 
“ Who threw the roeks? I don’t 
know. It could have been work­ 
ing people," Blackmore said at 
a student meeting at San Jose 
State 
In San Francisco, John F. 
Henning, executive secretary- 
treasurer of the AFL-CIO Cali­ 
fornia La bor Council on Politi­ 
cal Education, accused Nixon of 
coming to San Jose to provoke a 
demonstration. 
“ We charge that his San Jose 
scenario was arranged to divert 
attention 
from 
California’s 
record high unemployment and 
runaway 
inflation,” 
Henning 
said. 
Presidential Press Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler said at the West­ 
ern White House there would be 
no comment. 
A spokesman for the Demo­ 
cratic State Central Committee 
said, “ Before the President 
came to California, we got re­ 
ports from the Republican side 
—friendly 
conversation—that 
one reason they chose San Jose 
was 
because 
they 
expected 
spontaneous trouble.” 
He said. “ We have no evi­ 
dence that it was Republican-in­ 
spired, a Republican plot in a 
Machiavellian way, except that 
San Jose was chosen because it 
was a potential trouble area.” 


The San Jose City Council, 
without naming a source for its 
information, wrote to President 
Nixon Monday saying “ several 
groups put out the word” to 
come to San Jose for the presi­ 
dential visit 


The letter said, “ We agree 
with your opinion that the vi­ 
olent radicals from the entire 
Bay Area used this particular 
occasion to create the incident.” 
The letter expressed gratitude 
that Nixon had not said any­ 
thing “ to reflect on the good 
name of San Jose" because of 
the incident
